The Wilton Case. 


VERDICT OF ASSAULT AND BATTERY. 


The trial of the case of John Wilton,

Lawyer De 
Courcey, counsel for defence, and District 
Attorney Moody for the government, 
Each occupied about an hour in. present- 
ing their arguments, The jury retired at 
about 12.50 o’clock, and returned at 
about 3.30 o'clock with the verdict of 
assault and battery. 

The court adjourned until Monday 
morning at Salem. Wilton’s sentence 
will’probably be given early next week.

ORGANIZED CHARITY. 


The Annual Meeting of-the Local Society 
and a Full Report of its Doings for | 
the Past Year. 


The second annual meeting of the So- 
ciety for Organized Charity was held in 
the Town Hall Tuesday evening, There . 
was not a very large number present, but 
those who did attend were amply repaid 
for doing so by hearing some very inter- 
esting reports and also a very entertain- 
ing address by Rev. C. F. Dole, vice-presi- 
dent of the Boston Society of Associa 
Charity. ; 

The meeting’ was opened by'the presi- 
dent, Rev, Frederic Palmér, who gave 4 
brief sketch of the society and its objects 
from its beginning, about a year anda 
half ago, up to the present time. He 
then called upon F, A. Wilson of the Free 
Church to speak about the cooking and 
kindergarten schools, and the benefits | 
derived from them, which he did ina 
pleasing manner, ‘ 

J. Newton Cole spoke for the Case 
Committee and Alfred L, Ripley, treas- 
urer of the society, read a very compre- 
hensive report of the doings of the socie- 
ty for the past yeur, in its different de- 
partments, 

This report, which will be found very 
interesting, and which presents in aclear 
and concise manner what this organiza- 
tion has done and proposes to do, should 
be read by everyone, and we are gladto | 
be able to present it_in full, immediately 
following the account of this meeting. 

After these reports, Rev. F. R. Ship- 
man of the South Church made brief re- 
marks, in which he :facetiously stated — 
that the third , year was. the critical year 
for all organizations, but he had no ques-. 
tion but that this society would live 
through three or more years if it only 
avoided the prevalent disease of chang-, 
ing its by-laws. : 

Rev. C.F, Dole of Boston was next. 
presented by the president. He spoke- 
interestingly for about twenty minutes. 
on charity work as he found it in the -. 
city, and the difficulties which presented 
themselves everywhere, A thing which 
he regretted the most was the dissolu- 
tion of thatold habit of responsibility of 
the ‘employer for the employed and of 
one individual for another. What we 
need, he said, is # better kind of indi- 
yidualism, a social individualism, a.

REPORT OF CASE COMMITTEE AND 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


In the early winter the Directors 
appointed a Case Committee of five 
ladies, Miss M. B. Mills, Mrs. E. ©. 
Chapin, Mrs. C. B. Gould, Mrs, Jonas 
Spaulding and Mrs, Jos. W. Smith, to 
have especial charge of the relief work 
of the Society. The members of this 
Committee have met every fortnight, 
on Monday forenoon, holding eleven 
meetings, and have had under their 
especial consideration nineteen cases. 
Since the Society was organized, thirty- 
six cases have been reported and vis- 
ited, Of these some were only emer- 
gency cases, where sickness or sudden 
misfortune rendered pen fs assist- 
ance necessary. In others the families 
have removed from town or have been 
scattered by death. A few have been 
provided with work, so that,they are 
now self-supporting. 

The Committee has endeavored, to 
keep in touch with the visitors in their 
work. The visitors have numbered 
twenty-Lwo.—They have been received 
with kindness, and by the exercise of 
sympathy and judgment have been 
successful in establishing friendly rela- 
tions on both sides. ‘Material relief 
has been given in fucl, groceries, shoes, 
clothing, nursing, and day labor. One 
or two rents have been paid in time of 
sickness aud employment found in a 
few cases. The Committee are glad to 
express their obligation to the Select- 
men and the merchants of Andover 
who have kindly co-operated with them. 
Messrs. J. Newton Cole, Geo. W. Fos- 
ter, and W. A. Baldwin, who have 
served as an Advisory Board, have 
given timely aid by their judgment and 
active service.

SEWING DEPARTMENT. 

In the hope of furnishing an oppor- 
tunity for tired and burdened mothers 
of large families to provide their chil- 
dren with ready-made clothing at a 
reasonable price, a Sewing Department 
wags opened during the winter under 
the charge of the Case Committee. The 
Committee were greatly aided in this 
work by the.JLadies’ Benevolent Sdé- 
cieties, those of the Chapel and Free 
Chureh contributing both material and 
labor, those of the South and Episcopal 
contributing labor. The Superintend- 
ent, Mrs. W. B. Allen, has rendered 
most efficient service in preparing the 
garments. There have been nine sales, 
at which one hundred and seventy- 
eight garments have been sold, and 
during the past -two months three 
women have Goan employedat sewing, 
so that a two-fold good has been at- 
tained.

COOKING SCHOOL, 


A canvas of Abbott and Marland 
Villages in January was sufficiently en- 
couraging to warrant the opening of a 
school for instruction in practical and 
economical cooking in Abbott Village 
Hall on Friday evenings, beginning 
Feb. lst. We were fortunate in secur- 
ing Miss Anna Barrows, of Boston, who 
had. had large experience in similar 
work and had given. great satisfaction 
ina like school held in town two years 
before. Miss Clara Flint kindly offered 
her services as assistant and gave valu- 
able aid for the few weeks she remained 
in town. 

Here too.the success exceeded our 
highest anticipations. Weexpected an 
attendance of: twenty-five or thirty. 
Seventy-five’t4me the first ‘might and 
the average attendance for thé ‘whole 
course, despite much stormy weather 
and bad walking, was about fifty.

The management of the Sooiety has 
not, of course, been infallible; but 
where mistakes have been made, no 
one can welcome frank and kindly 
criticism more eagerly than the Direct- 
ors upon whom the responsibility 
properly falls. 

In view then both of the past and the 
future, the Directors‘invite the people 
of Andover toa more ample ond gen- 
erous co-operation in the Society’s 
work and aimg.

William Cogswell of Massachusetts died

this city. With him at the end were hir 
wife, his son and his daughter. 


GENERAL COGSWELL. 
William Cogswell, son of, George and 
Abigail (Parker) Cogswell, was born in 
fatten Essex county, Mass., Aug. 23, 


He was educated in the schools of Brad- 
ford, Atkinson academy; New Hampshite; 
Kimball Union academy, Meriden, N. H.; 
Phillips academy, Andoyer, Mass., and 
Dartmouth college. He did not finish his 
course at Dartmouth, but went to sea, be- 
fore the mast, sailing around the world. 
On his feturn,’he entered the Dean law 
school, Harvard university, from which he 
was graduated in 1860, 

Mr. Cogswell was first married in 
Haverhill, June 20, 1855, to Emma Thorn- 
dike, by whom he had three children. Mrs. 
Cogswell died April 1, 1877. Mr. Cogs- 
well was married again ‘in Salem, Dec. 12, 
1881, to Eva Maria, daughter of Horatio 
Gates and Lydia (Carter) Davis. 

His military record from April, 1861, to 
July 25, 1865, is one unbroken series of 
_| earned promotion. 

He was mayor of Salem 1867, 68 and ’69 
and 1878, '74; member of the house of rep- 
resentatives, 1870, '71, 81, 82 and '83, and 
of the state senate, 1885, 86; was depart- 
ment commander of Massachusetts Grand 
Army 1870. 

General, Cogswell was elected in 1886 to 
the Fiftiéth congress and re-elected to the

It was one of several songs written by 
George F. Root, a composer and publisher 
of many other beautiful songs and ballads 
prior to 1861, and was first sung by the 
celebrated Hutchinson. family at a mass 
meeting in the city of New York. Mr 
Root was born in Sheffield, Mass., Aug. 
80, 1820, and as. an evidence of his virility 
the incident may be flated that as recent- 
ly as January of the present year, at a mil- 
itary entertainment in Chicago, the ven- 
erable maker of the verse and music, gray 
haired, yet alert, was called to the stage 
and in a strong voice'sang his own patri- 
otic rallying song. At the end of each 
verse he was cligered to the echo, and not 
content with thatthe audience took the 
words out of the mouths of the army of 
singers and joined enthusiastically in the 
chorus. 

The story has been printed that duzing 
the desperate fight in the Wilderness, May 
6, 1864, a Federal command was driven 
back.in disorder with heavy loss.

“JOHN BROWN’S BODY.” 


» After the executioy of John Brown at 
Harper's Ferry, in December, 1859, a song 
was adopted that spesdily became a- part 
of the marching music of the armies of the 
rth. Its catchy phrases were not only 
familiar around the firesides of the coun- 
try, but in all public gatherings where 
music was wont to inspire the multitude. 
Tt relieved the tedium of camp life, and as 
it resounded through columhs of men 
tramping patiently along the dusty high- 
ways it lightened the weariness of their 
footsteps. 

It is said that the words, with th 
ception of the first stanza, were written 
by Mr. Charles S. Hall of Massachusetts, 
but long before the war the air, wedded 
to other words, was familiar on every plan- 
tation in the south. It was the favorite 
camp meeting melody of the negroes, and 
few spectacles. were more inspiring than 
when, with grotesque gestures, they join- 
éd in singing (the women first):

“*In the spring of 1869 I was in the em- 
ploy of the Bryant minstrels in New York, 
at 472 Broadway, and my particular busl- 
ness was to invent ‘walk arounds.’ One 
Saturday night Jerry Bryant came to me 
and asked if I couldn't write a ‘hurrah’— 
something to make a noise With and get 
the people stirred up. I told him I thought 
Icould. Sunday being a rainy day, I re- 
mained at home and composed what I then 
named ‘I Wish I Was In Dixie’s Land.’ 
Nobody ever knew how it came to be called 
‘Dixie.’ Well, Jerry was so delighted 
with it that he made us rebearse all day 
Monday for the evening’s performance.
